Such ‘a reverse is unique in at least the recent 
history of Canadian politics. “So long as a party is 
in power, it has had ‘little difficulty in holding its 
own at bye-elections, no matter how disastrous to 
it a general contest may prove. This was the case 
with the Ross administration in Ontario. Though 
it met with a smashing defeat when it appealed to 
the province in January 1905 and it had generally 
been recognized that its time was short, it more than 
maintained its majority during the period of life - fi 
the last legislature that it cont-olled. 

When Mr. Sifton loses three seats in one day 
and has his majority on a division accordingly re- 
duced by six, it must mean that the policy which 
he has been pursuing meets with strong opposition 
out in the country.

But in a country where sectional considerations 
mean a great deal in politics, we must admit, it 
was easy to believe that the burking of the railway 
scheme, ‘while it displeased the northern constituen- 
cies, would help the government in the south. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Sifton, the means that he 
adopted to solve the A. and G. W. problem were 
such that, no matter how decidedly opposed an elect- 
or was to the building of the railway into the coun- 
try beyond Edmonton, he could not, having regard 
for the general interests of the province, approve of 
the government's policy. 


The strongest language that ‘was used a wear ago 
in descriving the principle introduce din the A. and 
G. W. legislation went not a whit too far. ft was 
confiscation pure and simple. No such act had 
ever been passed by a legislature under: the British 
flag. -Though it was Criticized in. most. powerful 
fashion, not one word of adequate defence was of- 
fered to it. No private member supporting the 
government discussed the bill. It was simply a 
case of “Call in the members.” . A farge section 
of the Liberal contingent refused to support Mr. 


Sifton but he was sustained by a majority of eignt 
votes, 


The warnings that were given at that time, many 
from the most friendly sources, have since been ver- 
ified with unusual exactness, The government had 
no right to attempt to divert into the general funds 
of the province the money that was borrowed by a 
Private corporation for the purpose of building 4 
railway. It was bound to result simply In the In- 


' stitution of long-drawn out legal proceedings that 


would end no one could tell how. The develop- 
ment that we were counting on from the expendi- 
ture of the money on the line north would not take 
place. The funds of the province would not be 
augmented. All that we would have would be a 
lawsuit for the next few years. If it resulted fav. 
orably the province must lose to an enormous ex- 
tent. If the decision was agaifst it, dts finances 
would be thrown into a chaotic state. 

A year has elapsed since the Legislature last met 
and the first court before which the case could be 
heard has not yet given its decision. If the pro- 
ceedings are not abandoned by the province, it will 
be 1913 before they reach the privy council. 

These were facts which could not help carrying 
great weight anywhere, either in the south or in the 
north, and it was on this basis that the Opposition 
made its campaign in Calgary, Gleichen, Lethbridge 
and Pincher Creek.

LITTLE over a year ago another bye-elect- 
A ion took place in Gletchen. Mr. Sifton 
had not then announced his policy in re- 
spect to the A. and G. W. and his candidate won 
by some two hundred votes where his successor lost 
by the same margin on Tuesday.

at the last general provincial election, Mr. Cushing,

where Dr. Stewart defeated Mr. Sheppard on this 
occasion by 182. ; 

Pincher Creek was considered the safest Liberal 
seat of all. Dr. Warnock had an easy victory 
there in 1909, while Mr. Kemmis, the Conservative 
candidate on Tuesday has at the time of writing ap- 
parently a fair majority, with his election fully con- 
ceded. 
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UST what the future holds in provincial poli- 

J tics is not easy to forecast. That we ace 

in for » period of determined fighting is, of 
course, assure’. 

If Mr. Sjiton insists on proceeding in the course 
that he has followed within the past year, there can 
be no doubt that complete disaster will overtake the 
Liberal cause. Public opinion having asserted it- 
self so emphatically, it would look like the part of 
wisdom for the party to get itself more in line with 
it. 

Liberalism is a strong force in Alberta still, but 
the rank and file cannot be led to approve of any 
policy which those who are acting as their nominal 
leaders see fit to adopt. Party names do not 
count for much in this part of the Dominion,, but 
measures, which spell progres, and careful and fur- 
sighted administration count for a great deal.

1E Toronto Star has some very interesting 
comment to make on the government’s se- 
lection of Mr. Bennett to move the address 
in reply to the Speech from the Throne at the open- 
ing of the coming season: 

“Mr. Bennett,” it says, “is known in the West 
as an eloquent speaker. They say he can talk for 
hours on any subject, and fill each moment with elo- 
quence. When he used to arise to speak in the leg- 
islature at Edmonton, every telephone got busy, and 
before he had done---long before---the gatleries were 
crowded with the best people of Strathcona and FJ- 
monton. They do not understand why he ts not n 
{he Borden Cabinet. But we gather from the !4- 
monton News that it ts expected that at the conc'a- 
sion of his first speech in Parliament Mr. Borden will 
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snatch a portfolio from his nearest colleague and 
give it to Mr. Bennett. Such is his power of élu- 
quence. Such is his hold upon the Westerrn ima- 
gination.” 

This is putting it rather strong. It is not only on 
the strength of his eloquence that Mr. Bennett is en- 
titled to 4 place in the Cabinet. He has had a long 
and hard apprenticeship in the party’s service, with 
large responsibilities on his shoulders. A man who 
has played the part that he hes in the affairs of Al- 
berta and the old Territories is hatter entitled to rec- 
ognition than any but three or four of Mr. Borden’s 


colleagues. 
 F, Bennett is nothing if not an imperialist. 
M Lord Beaconsfield is his great political he- 
ro. If, as has been hinted from time io 
time, there was a possibility of his entering the Brit- 
ish parliament, he would be found in close associa- 
tion with Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Bonar Law, Mr. 
F. E. Smith and Sir Gilbert Parker, men to whom 
the strengthening of the imperial bond and a strong 
foreign policy and a large navy are the first essen- 
tials. 

The man who will second the address which Mr. 
Bennett will move at Ottawa in another ten days’ 
time is Mr. Sevigny, one of Mr. Borden’s French- 
Canadian supporters. The Canadian Annual Review 
for last year gives some extracts frrom a speech 
which Mr. Sevigny delivered on Oct. 34st at Ting- 
wick, Que. ; 

“The Navy bill,” said Mr. Sevigny, “is an at- 
tempt by Ontario and the Provinces of the West !o 
coerce Quebec and enslave our people forever. 
What has England ever done for you? She has no 
need for your help. She is strong -enough-to de- 
fend herself .You must protest against 
helping England in her wars; unless you do, cons 
scription will come next.” 

“The next day speaking at Arthabaska Mr. Sev- 
igny said: 

“The navy belongs to his Majesty. Is that a 
Canadian navy? Who is his Majesty? Have we 
any Majesty tere? This navy is wanted by the 
Lords of Ei.,land who will not pay taxation there 
and are striving tu get it oul of the colonies.” 

It is quite clear that Mr. Borden, having under- 
taken to carry on his administration with French- 
Canadian support, not denending on the clear ma- 
jority which English-speaking Canada gave him, will 
have no small task in bringing all the elements of his 
following into line on all issues.

pocket expenses, which amount to 2 pounds a week

;_ Ship. This sum of 300 pounds is not paid in a lump 
‘sum, but divided as follows: 175 pounds drawn upon ‘ 


during tour as required, 25 pounds for purchase of 
kit, 100 pounds on completion of tour. Total 300 
pounds. As all traveling expenses, efc., are paid by 
the M.C.C. it will fhus be seen that the professional 
cricketer who exercises ordinary care should return 
with a handsome balance to his credit. The ama- 
teurs who visit Australia receive, in addition to thelr 
expenses, a sum of 70 pounds each as wine money, 
which can scarcely be said to cover the out-of- 
pocket expenses they must incur during the tour.

WHAT DREAMS ARE MADE OF 


(H, Addington Bruce, in N. Y. 
(Outlook. ) _ 


It was a personal experience of 
a singular character that first Im- 
pressed upon me, some years ago, 
the importance of dreams as a 
subject for serious investigation. 
Until then | had shared the opin- 
ion prevailing among laymen--- 
and it would seem, among most 
scientists also---that dreams are 
entirely fanciful and meaningless. 
But my experience was such that 
I could no longer believe this. 

To state it briefly, it involved 
the recurrence of the most bizarre 
dream. At least twenty times 
during a period of six months 1 
had the same dream---namely, 
that a cat was clawing at my 
throat. The stage setting and 
the minor incidents might vary. 
but always the central episode was 
the same, and usually the fury of 
the dream cat's onset was so great 
that it would awaken me. Nat- 
ually, this recurrent dream puzzled 
me so much that I spoke about it. 
But, ascribing {t to indigestion, and 
classifying it with ordinary night- 
ile I did not let it worry me i 
all. 

Then, one day, the accident of 
a heavy cold that settled in my 
throat led to a medical examina- 
tion which, much to my surprise. 
revealed the presence of a growth 
requiring immediate attention by 
the surgeon's knife. Some time 
afterwards it suddenly: accurred to 
me that since the removal of the 
dangerous growth I had not once 


been troubled by the cal-clawing ~ 


dream. Its significance now be- 
gan to dawn upon me. 

I had suffered no pain, not even 
inconvenience from the growth in 
my throat. In fact, | had not 
consciously been aware of ils ex- 
istence. But unquestionably the 
Organic changes accompanying if 
had given rise to sensations, 
which, slight though they were, 
had made an impression on my 
sleeping cons iousness suflicient to 
excite it to activity. My recur- 
rent dream consequently was to 
be regarded as a symbolic disor- 
der in my throat---a nattempt o 
interpret, to explain it. And, in- 


-deed, even in the dream, for all its 


fantastic imagery and swmbolism, 
the seat of the trouble was indica- 
ted plainly enough, as I could ap- 
preciate aftcr the surgeon had 
completed his labors. 

_One’s position in bed, the state 
of one’s digestion, the quantity of 
one’s bedclothing---all these play 
a part in the development of 
dreams, especially “nightmares” 


‘and ‘the commenrdreams of..fall-. 


ing, flying, going about in scanty 
attire, etc. 

One fact which immediately ob- 
trudes itself when we begin to 
study dreams from the standpoint 
of their contents is the interesting 
circumstance that, nine times ow! 
of ten, they are woven out of and 
around waking experiences of the 
previous day; and, furthermore. 
that the experiences thus utilized. 
for dream material are not, as ° 
tule, those which have consciously 
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impressed us'most, but experiences 
so trivial that we have given them 
but little thought. ‘They are not, 
to be sure, utilized in precisely the 
form in which we originally exper- 
ienced them. Rather, they re- 
appear as suggestions giving dir- 
ection and color and tone to the 
dream story. ‘To the truth of all 
this all who have analyzed their 
dreams and reported on them bear 
unanimous testimony. 

To cite a few illustrative in- 
stances that will make my mean- 
ing perfectly clear, A lady, who 
in the course of the day, had ad- 
mired a friend's baby and bought 
a codfish for dinner, dreamed that 
night of finding a live baby sewed 
up in a big fish, Another lady. 
having business during the diay 
partly in the hen yard and partly 
in the garden, had a grotesque 
dream of breeding chickens by 
planting hens’ heads. A college 
student, afler attending a perfor- 
mance of The Merchant of Ven- 
ice” was tormented by a night- 
mater in which all his instructors 
imposed on him excessive {isks, 
the dream reaching a climax---and 
an awakening---when one of the 
largest members of the faculty. 
angered at his refusal to do the 
work assigned to him, drew a huge 
knife and began to whet it on his 
boot in the manner of Shylock. 


More elaborate, yet equally 
founded on trivial incidents — of 
walking life, was the dream of a 
fourth sleeper. In his dream, 
which [T cite on the authorily of. 
Professor Jastrow, he was alone 
in a room with a corpse, a situa- 
tion net at all to his liking. He 
started {o leave, but was stopped 
by an elderly woman, who shut 
and locked the door. Afler a 
lime she herself entered the room 
wilh a small box in his hand say- 
ing, “Please give me something 
fo help bury my poor husband.” 
At this there was a commotion in 
the coffin, the “dead man’ - sat 
up, and he, the elderly woman, 
and the terror-stricken visitor, be- 
gan a conversation. On awaken- 
ing the dreamer really traced the 
dream to two Incidents of no im- 
portance to him. He had read 
in his newspaper that evening a 
paragraph about me burial alive 
of a. man supposed to be dead, 
and later in the evening he had 
been asked by a lady to contribute 
to a missionary fund. These in- 
cidents had supplied the material 
of his dream; the stimulus pro- 
ducing It was In all probability 
some temporal! disorder of the di- 
gestive apparatus.

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HIS article from the Montreal Witness isn't 
all in a real estate line but in view of the 
way western churches have been drawn into 

takin, careful note of real estate values, it will be 
of Jecided interest. 

The Witness says: eek 

The trustees of St. James Methodist Church on 
St .Catherine street have been offered two million 
dollars for the property. This is proof that, to the 
buyers, that amount of Iand in that region is worth 
that money---that indeed they cannot have it as 
gocd elsewhere for as little. The magnificent 
church, one of the chief ornaments o: our city, just 
beginning to be mellowed by time, goes for nothing. 
lt becomes simply a cliff to be quarried away at 
great expense. Price represents twenty-six 
sid a quarter dollars a square foot. The authori- 
ties of the church are to be sympathized with in hav- 
‘ag this painful question forced upon them. It ‘s 
now in definite shape, however, and they will say a 
final ves or no to it. They have the best centre 
for evangelism in the city, and one which they are 
morally pledged not to do away wits. ‘hey can- 
not get another as extensive and prominent for a 
million dollars or a noble a church for very much 
less than another million. Those businesses that 
want to reach the public get upon a main thorough- 
fare at any cost. It is an old story that the child- 
ren of this world are, in their generation, wiser than 
the children of light. if the church is really after 
the people, will not the same rule hold? Where 
is there another equal site---equally central, equally 
Public, to be had at any cost. So far the argu- 
ment appears to be in the negative. 


But there are other questicns that enter in. 
There are those who will say that so much land 
and so fine a building belong fo the pride of life, 
and that the cost of them can be applied in a man- 
ner more in harmony with the purposes of the 
church. This is an aesthetic consideration which 
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always intervenes whenever a question of 
expensive adornment comes up. It is one upon 
which people will continue to differ. We are as- 
suming, as we have tn. that those who built the 


church desired a noble structure. and that their suc- 
eessors are like-minded. And we know that such 
a building requires all that space that this one has. 
A more pressing question is the tendency of regular 
congregations to move away from such centres. 
This is felt everywhere and evervwhere it has been 
considered a matter of necessity for churches to fol- 
low congregations. This process would seem. 
however, to be too congrezational. It leaves the 
pourer part of the city sinchurched. <A large con- 
nexional party should be able to maintain evange- 
listic ata institurional work in regions that cannot 
support such comfortable worshipping parlors as 
are in vogue for up-town people. It may have 
been foud—it will certainly in time be found 
---""st this great church cannot keep a supporting 
zanzreg:tion. It must be regarded as a connex- 
ional centre: and not that only, for it has often ser ’- 


22 united church, and if it lasts must do so more 
as the city grows and the churches draw together. 

‘ssuming all this, it will be urged that this par- 
tictlar ite has become a theatrical centre and that 
‘his is incongruous. The time may perhaps come 
when this will not be fhought. The theatre would 
need, to that end, to change its reputation. It at all 
events proves that this site is at the very focus of 
the city, and the theatres do not shun the noisy 
thorough-fares. There is also the obvious possi- 
bility of having a railway station at their doors. 
This would presumably tell against the quiet of the 
church for worship and might tell against.its ‘effect- 
iveness for evangelism. St. George’s Church has 
had just such an experience, and we have not heard 
that it has been much inconvenienced in its worship. 
The vicinitv of a station is sure to become infested 
with all sorts of saloons, lunch rooms and shows--- 
a sort of vanity fair. Isa place of that sort a good 
or 2 bad one for preaching the Gospel? Ask the 
Salvation Army. These are all questions which 
will require the utmost thought and mature informa- 
tion to decide. 


HE departure of Mr. C.C. Chipman from 
T Winnipeg is an event which will be marked 
with regret by every class of citizen. Dur- 
ing the twenty years he has been in Winnipeg he 
has taken n active part in the development which 
has characterized the whole of Canada, and has 
been one of the foremost in helping in the work 
of the advarcement of Winnipeg. 
_ The post which he was the last to hold, that of 
Commissioner of the Hudson’s Bay Company, was 
one which was unique in the annals of the commer- 
cial history of Canada. Not only was he the exe- 
ctive head of one of the great commercial enter- 
prises of the world, but of one which was among the 
oldest and best known; and, so far as Canada is con- 
cerned at least, the most important. The com- 
mand, which he took up in 1891 he occupied in di- 
rec. succession to a line of autocrats which had held 
sway over the greater portion of what today consti- 
tutes the Dominion of Canada, for nearly two hun- 
dred and fifty years. For those years the whole of 
Western Canada was a kingdom, over which his 
predecessors held the power of life and death: 
whose slightest word was law, and against whose 
acts there was no appeal. Under their rule the 
3ritish flag waved not only over the Canada of to- 
lay, but ap to less than a century ago over Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Montana, well down into Cali- 
fornia, and Dakota and Minnesota---an empire, a- 
lienated by the British Government itself, almost « 
large as the Western Canada of today. 

Mr. Chipman took charge of the fortunes of he 
Hudson's Bay Company on the eve of the great era 
of development which overtook Canada in the last 
decade of the nineteenth century. The task of 
ruiding its course through the period of transition 
from a fur-trading organization to one of the great- 
est land-owners in Western Canada, with a chain

The posi- 
tion which the Hudson’s Bay Company holds today 
in the Cauadian business world is a tribute to the 
manner in which the situation was handled by its 
responsible head. Year by year the position has 
become more difficult, until now; when it is recog- 
nized that the task has become too great for one 
man to handle. With the retirement of Mr. Chip- 
man the post of Chief Commissioner of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company is abolished.--Winnipeg Satur- 
day.-Post.

and land-selling corporations has withdrawn enti-e- 
ly from its operation in Western Canada as a result 
of the recent rejection of the reciprocity pact. The 
reason even for this action is that with United 
States farm produce on a domestic basis and highly 
protected, it will bring the farmer higher prices for 
his products, and that there will not be the same in- 
centive for Americans to come to Canada and take 
up cheaper land. The writer is unable to vouch 
for the truth of this report, but in so far as immigra- 
tion from the United States is concerned this will 
depend on the relative net values of United States 
farms as compared with Canadian farms. If some 
of the statisticians can figure out that cheap Cana- 
dian lands with farm produce at lower prices will 
show a greater net profit to the farmer than high- 
priced United States lands with somewhat better 
prices for products, then immigration from across 
the line, while it may be temporarily interrupted, 
will continue to come our way. The net basis will. 
we think be the determining factor in the question. 
Under any circumstances it is inconceivable that im- 
migration will absolutely stop, as agricultural areas 
in the United States are pretty well taken up, and 
the agricultural population will constantly require 
more land, which is most easily found on this side 
of the border.”

Edmonton and Toronto Property. 


Mr. Thomas K. Dickenson, the financial editor 
of the Montreal Herald, who visited the west re- 
cently, had this to say on reaching Winnipeg on his 
return journey: 

“The outstanding feature in the western outlook 
to my mind, is the real estate situation. In a grett 
many respects it is extremely baffling when an at- 
tempt is made to estimate the permanency of the ad- 

vance in prices. 1 have tried to look at the real 

estate position with as little prejudice as possible. 
though so far as the influences and environment 
have made it difficult to make any correct estimate. 
Every one knows that this real estate speculation, or 
investment, if you like, is the dominant factor in bu- 
siness circles from Winnipeg west. 

“To what extent the seemingly abnormal appre- 
ciation in real estate values is justified is the question 
which has given me cause forr considerable thought 
since I came west. 

“Let me give one illustration of the difficulty one 
finds in estimating the true position. A prominent 
lawyer in Edmonton pointed out that in the course 
of last month Main street property was sold at a 
price identical with the figure at which a property 
at the corner of King and Young. Toronto, was 
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.. development in the next five years? 
round by Macleod and Lethbridge and from Olds ° P t five year 
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transferred two years ago. On the face of it this 


seems a staggering comparison when we consider 


~ Toronto’s population and Edmonton's 30,000. 

“On the other !:.ind there is no doubt that these 

high prices paid fo: property in the principal cities 
are based upon pre:pective revenue from the. retail 
business. This ma: be justifiable_so far as the cen- 
tre of the town is concerned, but unfortunately ithe 
bidding for the central positions may: have given the 
false basis of values throughout the: surround dis- 
tricts. 
- ‘If, however, we believe in the future of our 
country (and especiall.. in view of the comparatively 
small amount of’ area broken to cereal production.) 
we must admit that fhe hope of. an increased volume 
of business at the moré important centres would jus- 
tify a more rapid increase of values than occurred 
in the cities of older Canada when the whole coun- 
try was progressing at a slower rate. 

“Unquestionably :oday’s values are fased on fu- 
ture developments, -nd in a great many cases are 
brought about by speculation which has been inspir- 
ed ‘by -the profits mae by the original holders of the 
property. 

- “Values, according to the logic of events in the 
west, should not cease to advance,8o long as the 
present rate of immizration, the influx of British and 
foreign money, and *1e.extraordinary railway devel- 
opment continue. That sosinds reasonable enough. 
bat can you explain -1e above comparison of Tren: 
to'and Edmonton values? 

“He would be a bold man indeed who would: set 
a limit to these factors in so vast and so fertile a 
country. An interruption might arise through a 
succession of bad crops or financial difficulties. 

“From the observations made during my hurried 
trip through the wheat belt there is no question, but 
what Canad’s wheat yield will show phenomenal 
‘I look confi- 
dently forward to a fhree hundred million .bushel 
crop before the end of 1915. 

“There is one thing I should like to emphasize. 
and that is the attitude of eastern business Canada 
towards the western agriculturists. | have heard 
on several occasions during my visit, expressions to 
the effect that eastern Canada does not appreciate 
and does not understand the west. This is quite 
erroneous, as is demonstrated by the intense interest 
of all eastern business men during the crop year 
from seeding to harvesting. Every year this is be- 
coming more noticeable. The eastern people may 
appear to be indifferent observer, but you may be 
that they have a weather eye on the agricultural 
developments which mean so much for the whole 
of Canada.” 


This is very interesting as coming from a man 
of Mr. Dickenson’s standing as a writer on, these to- 


pics. What commends‘jt more than anything else?. 


‘is his unwillingness to State quite positively his opin- 
ion that values are too high, even fhough they as- 
tound him. The average casterner, on coming 
west, goes on record positively as soon as he ar- 
tives, that the prices are ridiculous. The course 
which weil-situated property in the principal centres 
has taken, not only when times were good, but 
when they were far from good, has caused many a 
man who used the strongest language in this con- 
nection some years ago to realize how far astray 
he was. 

Mr. Dickenson evidently misunderstood his in- 
formant in respect to the comparison of Edmonton 
and Toronto prices. Prices at the corner of King 
and Yonge are several times what they are in sim- 
ilarly situated property in Edmonton. Toronto 
business property has sold on The square foot basis 
for many years, while that in Edmonton is reckoned 
on the front foot still, so there is apt to be some 
confusion. Put if transfers that are made in Tor- 
onto are analyzed it will be found that Edmonton 
prices have still a long way to go before they touch 
those in the Ontario capital. 

Besides, it is vist a little doubtful if this method 
of comparison is altogether a fair and accurate one. 
New York has more than ten times the population 
of Toronto.

I T is cuiious how cont-asts associate themselves

And what's the con- 
tection between the three? 

Let’s begin with the little Londoner. I am sor- 
ty for his lack of size, Iam proud of his record. He 
i, the kind of man who makes you think Imperially. 
His place in the re-creation of ‘the Empire is one of 
the crucial factors in that amazing undertaking. 
Thrifty. industrious, spending a large part of his 
spare ‘ime in unselfish social and religious work, 
ceen cbcut great public questions, and anxious that 
all cbly British things shall flourish, the conqueror 
of his own fate, the father ambitious for his child- 
ren---here I say is ‘the real hero of the Empire; the 
man who faces new and strange conditions in a new 
and strange land.

HE October statistics tell.a story of remarkable 
progress. Reference was made in this de- 
partment a week ago to the fact that the Ed- 
monton bank ‘clearings were passing those of Que- 
bec, Victoria, and Hamilton in single weeks now and 
then. But it was hardly expected that they would 
go ahead for a complete month for some time to 
come. October, ‘however, showed $12,583,265 
for Edmonton, $14,924,502 for Hamilton, $11,- 
844,963 for Quebec.and $11,527,732 for Victoria.

000 bushels. 

The yield of oats is reduced 20 
per cent. The original estimate 
by the Free Press was 35,000,- 
000, so that the present estimate 
of oats would be 28,000,000 bu- 
shels. Barley, which is a very 
small crop in Alberta, is reported 
as. 75 per cent. slightly damaged 
by frost, but little or no reduction 
in yield. 

This makes the crop for the 
province considerably larger than 

“While the wet weather and late 
frosts” runs the Free Press sum- 
mary, “have cost the Canadian 
west millions of dollars on the 
present crop, it will still be the lar- 
gest crop ever grown in. the west, 
and will brirng in the largest a- 
mount of money.

’ Both Mr. Arliss and Mr. Mason, who were with 
her on that occasion, have accomplished big things 
for themselves since then. 

The New York Sun says: 

“Not since the curtain was drawn on the career 
of Henry Irving has a New York audience witnessed 
a performance that could approach that given by 
Mr. Arliss.’’ Furthermore: 

“It is also unlikely that these departed geniuses, 
fo either of whom the role wight have strongly ap- 
pealed could have exceled the sheer histrionic pow- 
ere: with wl ich its present actor sketched the bold 
culline and seu filled in the detail of what at c:.ce 
became a living figure. 

,"It is a dangerous gindertaking when the stage 
sets out to reproduce a great: world figure whose 
personality and career lie so close to the present 
that it has not been dimmed and softened in the per- 
spective of time. So it may be argued that the 
‘Disraeli’ of Arliss’ imagination is not in every re- 
spect the Lord Beaconsfield of the third quarter of 
the nineteenth century in England. That may or 
may t not be true, but it has little baring on the pre- 
The essential fact is that Mr. Arliss 
dreated on the lines laid down by ‘Mr. Parker an 
ideal faithful.to the famous English statesman in its 
larger aspect,’ and then, with the aid of splendid im- 
agnation, proceeded to make it a‘living breathing 
figure. 

“The portrait represented a spare, slightly bent 
and somewhat nervous man in bjs late sixties. There 
were the tuft of beard beneath the chin and the 
whisp below the underlip, so familiar in the late pic- 
tures of the statesman. There was also the single 
lock of hair which hung over'the-high forehead and 
the. slightly curly shock which thickly: covered the 
back of the head. The cheekbones were high, 
giving the features a slightly Semitic cast; the ayes 
were narrow and half closed; the:lips were thin and 
determinedly comprest. The manner was keen, 
restless, and alert. The mod was usually sardon- 
ically humorous, masked by a cloak of playfulness. 
This ‘Dnsiraeli’ could be aggressive or gentfe but in 
the play the tender side of the character was pre- 
dominant.”

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THE NORDICA RECITAL 


There has been considerable disoppointment cx- 
pressed over the Nordica recital on Wednesday even- 
ing. This in inevitable. We expect more from a 
singer with a great reputation that we usually find 
This is especially apt to be so 
when he or she, as the case may be, has been be- 
fore the public for many years. 

Nordica is a great artist. There is no question

of that. She has filled a large place in the world of 
music,-and it is still.a genuine pleasure to hear her. 
But art'and reputation cannot make up for departed 
youth, and it is a pity that famous cantatrices are In 
the habit of staying before the public long after they 
have passed the zenith of their powers. 

This observation applies to Nordica to a lesser 
extent than it did to Albani, whom we. heard in Ed- 
monton five years ago and to a greater extent than 
it did to Melba, who was here just last here. It is 
alla question of age, apparently, the limitations im- 
posed by which no singer, greal or small, can es- 
cape. It may seem brutal in a measure to refer 
with such exactness to this matter, but as anybody 
who owns an encyclopaedia can discover for himself, 
Nordica is seven years older than Melba was when 
she sang in Edmonton, while she ts two years young- 
er than Albani was when she last togred the west. 
With these facts before us, if must be admitted that 
our visitor of this week sang with remarkable fresh- 
ness and power. 

She has a most commanding stage presence and 
her more ambitious numbers she gave with fine 
dramatic effect ‘Her’, “Veh Grolle Nicht" and “The 
Erikine’™ were superb. Comparisons with Alice 
Nielson were unavoidable in the “Madame Bucer- 
fly” aria and if must be admitted that they were not 
fo the detriment of the younger singer. 

Mr. Myron W. Whitney, who was here in the 
early summer with Mr. Albert Chevalier, confirmed 
the excellent impression which he made on that oc- 
casion. His spirited duet with} Madame Nordica 
from “Le Nozze di Figaro” was one of the cheif de- 
lights of the evening. — His numbers were well v«r- 
led from the Schumann Suite with which he opened 
fo that, so. admirably done, with which he closed, in- 
cluding “To Anthea,” “The Night has a Thousand 
Eyes,” and ‘The Kerry Dance.” His voice is not 
a strong one but of fine quality and to his songs he 
gives an intensily of meaning which is quite excep- 
lional among concert singers. 

Mr. Romayne Simmons is a most gifted accom- 
panist and his Chopin number at the rise of the cur- 
tain was appreciated very much. 

The audience was probably the largest and most 
brilliant that has ever assembled at a recital In Ed- 
monton.

XE evening, towards the close’ of the recent 
sittings of the House of Commons, | was 
told by my friend Sir George Croydon 

Marks, that Thomas Alva Edison.was in the gallery 
of the House of Commons, and that he would be 
down in a few moments. I need scarcely say that 
I gladly seized the opportunity of meeting, if only 
for a moment, one whom I regard as the most re- 
markable man of his time. _ 1 found: myself ta'king 
to a man who had no resemblance:to ‘any impress- 
ion eithr my imagination or photographs had given 
me. To me Mr. Edison looked like a typical West- 
ern farmer, His ruddy and fresh cheeks, his plain 
clothes, his expression of absolute and unspoiled 
simplicity and modesty, all seemed to proclaim the 
man whose life was mainly spent in the open air and 
in the fields. And his speech increased this impress- 
ion. It was brief, simple, modest, with a domina- 
ting sense of good humor and a gay dismissal of 11 
compliments, or anything that suggested that he was 
more than a simple, plain man. One is now and 
then disappointed when one sees a hero in the flesh. 
I can say quite sincerely that, thinking highly of the 
great Edison before I saw him, | think more highly 
of him since I met in the flesh.

I have mentioned Edison’s name in this article 
as an introduction to some observations upon the 
habits of busy men which are suggested by an inter- 
I gather that 
he does not drink any-alcohol, that he is a-great smo- 

ker, and that he is strongly of the opion that men 
spend too much time in sleep. And this leads me 
to some reminiscences of the prominent men of the 
present day and their habits. There used to be a 
greater contrast some years ago between the habits 
of Americans and Englishmen than there is to- day. 
When first I went to America, thirty years ago, I was 
inclined to believe that there were very few if any, 
American wso ever touched alcohol at-all. My A- 
merican friends used to laugh at this judgment as de- 
lightfully simple in its optimism, but it was a natural 
impression to one who took most of his meals in ho- 
lels, where one rarely, if ever, saw any alcohol on the 
table. I remember when, following the English me- 
thod I ordered a pint of snme light wine, that my 
friends so often begge! to »2 cxcused from joining 
me. Public opinion, esnecially in the smaller and 
more Western towns, would have been more than 
severe upon anybody who was seen taking liquor at 
his meals. In England at the epoch you would 
have been surprised“if you saw anyone at an hotel 
.meal who did not havea whiskey and soda or a pint 
of wine or a pint of heer‘at his side: 


Il 


| have seen a great change in this respect in Eng: 
land, and especially in the House of Commons. To- 
day the number of men in all classes of society 
who never touch alcohol is enormoyis and is grow- 
ing. One of the first to set the example was the 
Duke of Westminster---one of those gigantic ground 
landlords whose wealth is enormous. He was 
grandfather of the, present Duke, and was rather 
an ascetic in his tastes. In those days I am speak- 
ing of---the eighties and the seventies---it was not 
uncommon to find members of the House of Com- 
gnons all the better for quot after dinner. Disraeli 


a as fond of a good glass of wine until he became 


too old and too delicate to touch anything but weak 
brandy and water. But there are records in his ear- 
lier days of his now and then winding up a debate 
with a good skinful of wine inside of him. There 
is still living a prominent man whose thick speech 
was recorded in the papers one morning after he 
had delivered an impassioned address. Disraeli de- 
livered a speech of some hours’ length at a great 
meeting in Lancashire---of length, in deed, so por- 
tentous that some of the papers did not record it in 
its entirety till the next day. It was a_ brilliant 
speech in passages; notably in the passage in which 
he described Gladstone and his Ministry as like ex- 
tinct volcanoes. 1 have often heard that he was 
supplied on this occasion with an unlimited quantity 
of white brandy---he was really too exhausted to 
have got through such a portentous speech without 
some assistance. Bismarck in the same way con- 
sumed several bottles of Moselle during some of his 
historic orations. 

In-those far-off days there were plenty of mem- 
bers who came to the House of Commons nearly 1- 
ways under the influence of drink. It caused some 
amusement, but it did not shock people, as it would 
now. Gladstone belonged to the end of his days 
to the good old generation that loved good wine. 
and thought it a necessary accompaniment to any 
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Ahrough to Halifax without change. 


decent meal. Regularly he took his couple of 
glasses of champagne, and regularly, too, he ven- 
tured on the even robuster port---a heavy wine that 
only men of strong constitution and perfect digest- 
ion can stand, and now rather out of fashion. But 
then Gladstone, unlike Disraeli, who was always 
delicate, had a splendid physique, the digestion of 
an ostrich, and stern self-control. But he never 
concealed his love of wine---and especially of port. 
He used to say that if he had a hard job to gel 
through, and if there was a bottle of wine in the 
room, he would be tempted to drink every drop of 
it; he found port such a stimulant to the activily of 
the brain. He never yielded to the temptation, be- 
ing in his use of food and wine as sternly temper- 
ate and regardful of health as in all his other actions. 
Indeed, there was never a man in English public life 
who was such an example of that ‘arete’---to use 
the Greek word in the Greek sense---which was such 
a regulation of all the appetites of the body as al- 
ways to preserve its beauty and its health. 

In recent years the man who drinks too much 
has almost entirely disappeared from the House of 
Commons. Plenty of men still have their cham- 
pagne every night at dinner. But gout, which was 
the outward and visible sign of ove-rconsumption of 
port, is not the prominent fact in public life which 
it used to be in the old days, when the disappearance 
of a prominent man for weeks from the House of 
Commons from gout was a periodic and universally 
expected occurrence. Many of the leading men a 
the present Ministry, for example, are teetlolle*s. 
Runciman, Minister for Education, is.a life teetoller. 
John Burns has never had a drink or a smoke in his 
whole life. Lloyd George drinks a glass or two of 
wine when he is out to dinner, hat usually, and when 
he is well, he never touches wine. It is the solace 
of hours of excessive fatigue which comes from his 
frightfully hard work. 

The most ascetic party in the House of Com- 
mons are the Labor men. This used not to be the 
case it. the old days. Many a man released from 
the drudgery---and also the health-- of activity of 
manual labor, and transferred to the sedentary and 
irregular life of the office of the Trades Union Offi- 
cial, used to let himself go, and many a fine fellow 
was ruined in this way. But to-day the Labor men 
can be seen in a row at table with glasses of water 
heside them. Keir Hardie is a teetoller; Ramsay 
Macdonald, the present Labor leader, is a teetoller: 
Thomas Burt, the first Labor member of the House 
of Commons, and still the most universally respect- 
ed, is a teetoller; and so one might go through the 
list. 

At evening parties, where you see some of the 
wealthiest and most prominent men at table, you 
will often find a long row of glasses of water where 
in olden times every man would do his bottle of 
champagne, followed by tow or three glasses of 
port. Even at lunch-time, in the middle of the day 
men used to have theif pint of wine or whiskey and 
soda. Nowadays most of them take Apollinaris 
water. This is particularly true of barristers. Bar- 
risters have, indeed, to be verv careful, as so much 
depends upon them, and therefore take every pre. 
caution to keep their heads cool during the day. And 
their habits have become extraordinarily simple. 

There is a little coffee shop in Fleet Street scar- 
cely a room in which is as big as the State room of 
a.good Atlantic liner. It is called Grooms’, and 
has now existed, I believe, for nearly a century. 't 
supplies nothing whatever except tea and coffee, 
and those buttered buns which Englishmen love so 
well. A cup of coffee and a buttered bun is the 
lunch every cay in this tiny shop of some of the 
most prominent and wealthy members of the Bar. 
I have often seen Asquith taking this simple lunch 
when he was a young barrrister. How changed are 
these ascetic times from the days, not more than sev- 
enty years ago, when the greatest judges of the Eng- 
lish Bench used to take lunch together at a wine- 
shop in Parliament Street---still in existence---and 
vever rose until they had each drunk a full bottle of 
port!
